A nine-point 
program stressing self-reliance 
and ability to react In times of 
emergency has been undertaken 
by more than a million and a 
half members of the Boy Scout 
movement.

The structure for 
carrying out functions of home 
defense, as outlined by the Co­ 
ordinators, Included a Home De­ 
fense Council divided into these 
committees or groups: spiritual 
or moral values, housing, voca­ 
tional training and .education, 
Integration of new residents, rec­ 
reation and leisure time needs 
and health.
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Officer Haslam 
Wounds Self

Sergeant Wlllard Haalam will 
<tarry a remembrance of hlu pis­ 
tol practice at the Torrartco 
police range Tuesday morning 
with him for the rest of hit 
llfo. It la a Jentirn slug, firmly 
imbedded In the bone above his 
fight Unco.

Haslam Accidentally shot him­ 
self In the leg as he was Indulging 
In some "combat" practice at the 
range. Rushed to Torrance Mem­ 
orial hospital, he was given 
emergency treatment and later 
when X-rays showed that the 
bullet had not shattered the 
bohe and Wa^-flrmly Imbedded 
whore It probatcy would never 
do any harm, his physician de­ 
cided to let It stay there.

THe sergeant was practicing 
at the range with Officers Tom 
Perkln, Fred Spchcgcr and Gone 
Garner Tuesday. They were 
"combat", shooting where an 
officer walks away from the tar­ 
get of ft man and, at a given 
signal, whirls around drawing 
his gun and firing for time. Hag- 
lam, his fellow officers reported, 
was wearing a typo of holster 
that he had not used for some 
time.

Me evidently had some diffi­ 
culty getting his .38 calibre po­ 
lice special revolver out of the 
container and accidentally dis­ 
charged the weapon. The bullet 
plowed down his right leg and 
entered the bone directly above 
ilo knee. Because In target prac­ 
tice officers use reloaded shells 
with only about one-half of the 
powder content of factory- 
loaded bu'llets, the leaden slug 
did not do the damage a bullet 
ordinarily Inflicts.

Haslam has been called "Pop" 
by his fellow-officers but now 
he Is being dubbed "Load In the 
Lag" Haslam. :

With a backlog of natlona 
defense machine tool orders 
totaling more than $600,000 
things are beginning to huu 
at the D & M Machine Works 
on Artlsano street.

But present production is but 
a "drop in the bucket" com 
pared to the output there when 
Frank Dalton, president of the 
concern, gets his assembly line 
In operation.

"I will be putting out more 
than $6,000 worth of lathes a 
day for two years and possibly 
five years," he said today. "Right 
now my biggest job is getting 
equipment and trained men  
ioth of which are at a premium 
these days."

To Make Lathes
Dalton recently returned from 

Rockford, III., where he arranged 
with the Rockford Machine Tool 
Company to manufacture at his 
Torrance plant and three other 
Los Angeles locations that firm's 
"Rockford Economy Lathes." 
Last week he moved to the Tor­ 
rance plant the necessary draw- 
Ings, blueprints, patterns, jigs, 
fixtures and some tools.

In producing machine tools, 
which will be sent to plants all 
over the U. S. where firms are 
"tooling up" for national defense 
orders, the D & M Company will 
add more than 100 engineers and 
machinists to its present force 
of 60, Dalton disclosed.

New machinery Is being In­ 
stalled dally to equip the assem­ 
bly line for mass production. 

Hrre Since 1930
In addition to the new pro­ 

duct, the Torrance shop will con­ 
tinue to turn out liners, rods and 
pistons for oil well pumps and 
liner castings.

Dalton's shop has been located 
here since 1930. .He moved the 
plant to Torrance from Lomlta.

$65,000,000,000; when it reaches 
that point, the federal debt alone 
will average $494 for each and 
every man, woman, and child In 
the United States.

"Today, with the Federal gov­ 
ernment constantly going deeper 
and deeper into the red to pro­ 
vide for the national defense as 
well as ordinary expense, great 
care should be exercised by citi­ 
zens and by local governments in 
considering new bond proposals," 
the Taxpayers' association stated.
